Kuropatkin’s Forces in Manchuria 
Disorganized, With Commander 
Distrusted and Furious Jepanese 
Attack Threatened Sogn. 


MIKADO TALKS OF WAR 
WITH TWO MORE NATIONS 


Chile Is Told It Will Be Bomarded 
If It Helps Czar and France 
Hears of Plan to Invade Gallic 
Possessions in the East. 


MI'KDEN,. Manchuria, Jan. 10.—With 


the soldiers disheartened, the commande! 
distrusted by his own officers and strong 
Japanese reinforcements approaching 
from Port Arthur the situation of Gen. 
Kuropatkin’s army south of Mukden is 
growing desperate. 

Among the officers there is 
bickering and dissatisfaction. 
peated reverses with which Gen. 
patkin has met have convinced his foi- 
lowers that he will be unable to lead 
them to victory in future and he has as 
much to fear from disaffection in his own 
ranks as from the guns of the enemy. 

More than half of Gen. Nogi’s army 
already on the way from Port Arthur to 
reinforce Gen. Oku. With them the men 
are bringing siege cannon which will 
enable them to throw shelis far inside the 
Russian lines. 


JAPANESE PREPARE 
FOR MORE FIGHTING. 


PARIS, Jan. 10.—Japan has. threatened 
war against Chile and !s actually planning 
an invasion of French Indo-China, accord- 
ing to current rumor here. 

The warning to Chile is said to have 
grown from the reported negotiations for 
the sale by the republic of its new war- 
Ships to the Czar. Should the transaction 
go through the Mikado is declared to have 
given notice that he will bombard Chilean 
ports. 

That Japan plans an invasion of French 
Indo-China is asserted by the Echo de 
Paris, on the strength of plans which the 
paper asserts have been prepared by Gen. 
Kodamo, one of the Mikado’s most skillful 
@oldiers and former viceroy of Formosa. 

The Echo does not explain how the 
document came into its hands, but prints it 
in full. 
after crippling the Russian power in Man- 
churia, is to crush the smaller French 
forces farther south, preparing meanwhtite 
a powerful navy to meet reinforcements 
from Russia or France. 

Rumors are current that a strong Jap- 
anese ficet is steering at full speed in pur- 
suit of Admiral Rojestvensky'’s squadron.

Indiana’s Retiring Governor Liber- 
ates the Most Famous Prisoner 
of the Hoosier State.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 
Official act of retiring Gov. Durbin was 
the unconditional parole of the Rev. Will- 
iam E. Hinshaw, whose wife, Thurza Hin- 
shaw, was murdered 10 years ago last 
night. Mr. Hinshaw, convicted of murder 
in the second degree and sentenced to life 
imprisoRment, was liberated today from 
the Michigan City prison. 

Mr. Hinshaw was pastor 
dist Church at Belleville, Ind., in 1895. His 
reputation was spotless. In January of 
that year he was holding protracted meet- 
ings. At la.m. on Jan. 9 the townpeople 
were awakened by three shots, followed 
by cries of murder. 

Near the Hinshaw residence they found 
the clergyman lying in the snow. covered 
with blood. He said two robbers had en- 
tered his house, and when his wife tried 
to give an alarm they had shot her and 
fied. He followed, closing in on one of 
the men. who shot him twice, while the 
other hacked him with a knife. The rob- 
bers escaped.

Fred Boecke, general contractor in the 
City Hospital work, testified that the econ- 
troversy over substituting one material 
for another had delayed the brass-fiitting 
work there until it had never been com- 
pleted; though it should have been done 
before Oct. 16.
